Heartbreakin g moment policeman found missin g toddler 

‘I saw a little 
red trainer 
in the water’

A DEVASTATED father is looking 
at asking police to further inves¬ 
tigate the drowning of his two- 
year-old son. 

In an emotional inquest yester¬ 
day, a police officer described 
how he discovered the body of 
lehovah ‘Giovani’ Pembele in the 
Grand Union Canal. 

But his father, Fernando Kutati, 
believes the toddler did not wan¬ 
der off to the water by himself. 

Giovani was discovered in the 
water near his home in West 
Cotton Close, Northampton, on 
fuly 28, 2012. 

He disappeared while he was 
playing with his three older sib¬ 
lings and neighbours’ children 
on the hot, sunny afternoon. 

His father, who had been out¬ 
side with the children and had 
also popped into a neighbour’s 
house, had gone back home for 


‘two and half minutes’ and 
noticed Giovani was missing. 

PC Glen Stobart found little 
Giovani’s body, at about 6pm, in 
the canal and carried out CPR on 
the boy. 

He said: “I saw a flash of red in 
the water and realised it was a 
trainer.” 

After PC Stobart’s efforts, 
Giovani was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital 
before being flown to Leicester’s 
Glenfield Hospital where medics 
tried to revive him. 

Doctors used specialist treat¬ 
ment Extra Corporeal Membrane 
Oxygenation in a bid to save him 
but by the early hours of the next 
morning, they pronounced him 
dead. 

Mr Kutati told the Herald & Post 
after the inquest: “I do not believe 
he wandered down there by him¬ 
self. He was afraid of the water. 

“I think the police need to 


investigate further how 
he got down there and I 
will be speaking to a 
solicitor.” 

A statement by neigh¬ 
bour Natasha Mackenzie 
was read to the court. 

She said: “At some periods 
there were ten to 12 children 
playing in the street and there 
wasn’t an adult present 50 per 
cent of the time.” 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“If the coroner refers any matters 
to us we will of course carry out 
additional investigations.” 

Coroner Anne Pember recorded 
a verdict of accidental death. 

She said: “It would seem 
while playing near his home 
he wandered off and as 
soon as this was discov¬ 
ered a search was com¬ 
menced but sadly he 
was found face down in 
the water.”

'REFCOM 
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Egyptian statue 
row rumbles on

LORD Northampton has 
launched a legal battle 
against the council's plan to 
sell an Egyptian salue. 

Northampton Borough 
Council announced last 
August it was planning the 
sale of the limestone object 
following a routine valuation 
of the museum’s collection. 

The small tomb model of 
Sekhemka, a high official in 
the Old Kingdom of dynastic 
Egypt (c.2400 BC), has been in 
the collection for more than 
150 years. 

The artefact is estimated to 
be worth £2 million and was 
donated by the fourth 
Marquess in 1880. 

The plans have come under 
much criticism from opposi¬ 
tion parties and a petition was 
set up against the decision. 

A consultation run by the 
council had more than 170 
responses. 

Northampto 
Borough Council 
wants to auction off 
the artefact for as 
‘much money as 
possible’ to put 
funds back into the 
town’s parks and 
museums. 

The seventh 

Marquess and current 
Lord Northampton, Spencer 
Douglas David Compton, 
believes the authority does 
not have the right to sell it and 
has asked his legal team to 
prevent the sale. 

In a Gift of Deed, signed by 
Northampton’s town clerk 
and the Fourth Marquis in 
1880, it says the museum 
should ‘at no time to dispose 
of any part of the collections’ 
and the museum would be

financially responsible for 
any Toss’ of any specimen. 

The Deed relates to ‘a great 
number of specimens’ includ¬ 
ing ‘Egyptian Antiquities’ - 
although does not specifically 
name the statue itself. 

It adds that if this was to 
happen it should be ‘reverted’ 
to the Marquess, or any of his 


heirs, in its original condition. 

A spokeswoman for 
Northampton Borough 
Council said: “We can con¬ 
firm that we have been con¬ 
tacted by Lord Northampton’s 
legal team. 

“As this is now a legal matter, 
it would be inappropriate to 
comment further.” 


Breast cancer survivor mum says ‘beat it’ 


A CANCER survivor will be taking 
part in her third Race for Life with 
a new message to cancer: ‘Beat 
it’. 

Mum Lauren Paredes, 37, was 
diagnosed with breast cancer 
while breastfeeding daughter 
Lola, now two, in September 
2011 . 

The medical secretary will be 
among thousands to take part in 
the 5k women-only race for 
Cancer Research UK in Abington 
Park on June 9. 

Lauren, who lives with husband 
James, 34, decided this year to 
paint her arms with the words 
‘beat it’. 

She said: “By having the words 
Beat it Cancer painted on my 
body, I feel that I’m literally arm¬ 
ing myself against this awful dis¬ 
ease and that I’m part of the 
huge, united force that is deter¬ 
mined to defeat it.” 

She was given the all clear two 
months after being diagnosed but 
has a yearly mammogram to 
check her condition. 

Lauren’s cancer was a type 
called ductal carcinoma in situ 
(DCIS) which had not spread to

her lymph nodes. 

Lauren said: “The hardest thing 
was having to give up breast¬ 
feeding when it was going so well. 

“I felt that cancer had taken 
away my choices in life. 

“I had done Race for Life before, 
simply because it was a good 
cause. But in 2012 I signed up 
because I felt absolutely deter¬ 
mined to get my own back on 
cancer. I think it’s time we bullied 
cancer and took back some of the 
power.” 


Lauren will be dying her hair 
pink in time for her race. 

She added: “I said if I get ten 
sponsors I would dye my hair 
pink!” 

Simon Burley, Cancer Research 
UK’s Northampton Event Manager, 
said: “We’re issuing the rallying 
cry ‘cancer, we’re coming to get 
you’ to mums, daughters, sisters, 
grandmas and friends, encourag¬ 
ing them to sign up as soon as 
possible.” 

He added: “We hope women will 
hear our plea and register as soon 
as possible. 

“Every step they take and every 
pound they raise will help the best 
research teams develop new 
treatments, bring cures faster and 
save more lives.” 

Cancer Research UK’s Race for 
Life raises millions of pounds each 
year to help defeat cancer by 
funding life-saving research. 

More than 4,000 women took 
part in Race for Life in 
Northampton last year to raise 
£248,166.

“There are caring 
councils that want to 
help and make sure 
that the person in 
trouble does not just 
have their house 


ruthlessly cleared. 
They look for alterna¬ 
tive help and provide 
ongoing support for 
the person in dis¬ 
tress.” 

Palden said: 

“Laurence has made 
wonderful progress 
with his condition 
and his lifestyle 
thanks to a team of 
caring professionals 
who have worked 
with him to improve 
his life and home. 

“We know from 
experience that 
enforcement isn’t 
always the best route 
to take as it doesn’t 
address the root 
cause of hoarding. 

“Many people like 
Laurence are simply 
not in a position to be 
able to comply with 
clearing a property 
and need help. 

“We just wish we’d 
had the opportunity 
to showcase what we 
can do to help.” 

The council will 
continue to work with 
Laurence in the com¬ 
ing months.

Judge gives 
criminal ‘one 
last chance’

A MAN who kicked someone on 
the ground has narrowly avoided 
prison after a fudge gave him ‘one 
last chance’. 

Peter Wilcox, 20, and another 
youth, set upon an acquaintance 
outside a cash machine in 
Northampton, last November. 

The victim was kicked and 
punched while he was on the 
ground. 

The court was told that Wilcox, 
who cried while he was sat in the 
dock, had suffered with alcohol 
problems for a long period. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecuting, 
said: “When interviewed he said 
he had been drinking whisky and 
rum as well as vodka. 

“He didn’t admit assault but 
accepted what officers were tell¬ 
ing him.” 

In mitigation Stephen Evans 
said: “I have never met Peter 
Wilcox on a previous occasion in a 
sober state as he is now. 

“He is articulate and realistic 
and able to speak with some sense 
about his behaviour and the con¬ 
sequences for his victim.” 

He added: “This is the first time, 


in a long time, he has had accom¬ 
modation [in a hostel] and has not 
been drinking. This is an opportu¬ 
nity for him.” 

Judge Sylvia de Bertodano said: 
“Possibly against my better judge¬ 
ment I am going to give you that 
one chance. 

“I came here thinking that you 
were going to prison for about 12 
months but from what I have read 
in the pre-sentence report this is 
your one chance to get sorted and 
I am not going to get in the way. 

“This is a serious incident, when 
you kick someone on the ground 
you go to prison. This was aggra¬ 
vated by alcohol.” 

Wilcox pleaded guilty to actual 
bodily harm and a breach of a 
court order. 

Judge de Bertodano warned him 
he must stay off alcohol and in 
accommodation before she hand¬ 
ed him a 12-month sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months, with an 
order to do 24 sessions of supervi¬ 
sion with a six month drug reha¬ 
bilitation requirement. 

For a breach of a court order she 
handed him a one-month sus¬ 
pended sentence, to run concur¬ 
rently.

THE SAFETY of football fans 
is the main priority for PC 
Nick Price. 

The reason for this is he is 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
Force Football Intelligence 
and Liaison officer. 

His responsibility and 
main priority is to act as a 
link between fans, stewards 
and the police. 

Last season was only his 
second at the Cobblers and 
he was responsible for look¬ 
ing after the fans at Corby 
Town and Brackley Town 
who play in the Blue Square 
Conference. 

PC Nick Price’s job is over 
arching but he main concern 
is for the safety of the sup¬ 
porters whether they are at 
home or away. 

There are a team of officers 
plus team of spotters. 

They are all in uniform and 
are highly visible presence. 

PC Price said: “This would 
cover both home and away 
matches. 

“Northamptonshire Police 
work with the football com¬ 
munity and the cobblers 
supporters. 

“I help away fans when 
they come to Sixfields so 
they know where to park and 
which pubs they can go to 
and help Cobblers fans with 
similar information. 



“I speak to my counterpart 
but the different issues he is 
aware of and what we should 
look out for. 

“What I do as a football liai¬ 
son officer is to produce an 
assessment into the match 
and put forward recommen¬ 
dations. 

“We are there to help and 
support the stewards. 

“There is no additional cost 
to anyone, no cost to the tax¬ 
payer for the work I or my 
colleagues do as this is part 
of our duties. 

“Nine times out of ten they 


can deal with it but we are 
there to help and to help the 
fans.” 

As he covers the county, PC 
Price has to study both clubs 
and spot potential trouble. 

This has occurred this sea¬ 
son and did not involve fans 
of the clubs playing the 
game. 

PC Price said: “We look at 
fixtures which have a histo¬ 
ry- 

“The game between 
Brackley Town and Chester 
City was one such game.

“There are different things 
which we have to be aware 
of. 


“We did not want to see 
them at the game so we 
worked with colleagues 
gathering information.

“This is my second season 
for looking after the 
Cobblers.

“We want to curb anti¬ 
social behaviour and not to 
have an issue where it is 
sanctioned by the FA. 

“At the end of the day we 
are police officers and we are 
there to uphold the law. 

“We act with common 
sense but if people are fight¬ 
ing then we will arrest them. 

“We act as liaison between 
the club and the fans as safe¬ 
ty is our main priority.” 

This month was busy time 
for PC Price and the team as 
they headed down to 
Wembley for the Division 
Two Play-offs where 
Northampton Town played 
Bradford City. 

Both PC Price and his two 
colleagues went to the game 
to support the Metropolitan 
Police. 

They were in and around 
the stadium on the day of the 
match and managed to meet 
and greet the Northampton 
Town fans. 

On the day they were given 
their orders by the Met Police 
and liaised with officers if 
any trouble or any incidents 
happened. 

He had hoped Cobblers 


would win but they lost 3-0. 

One of their duties at any of 
the games they attend is to 
be high profile, visible and a 
point of contact for any fan 
who has concerns. 

PC Price added: “My team 
are usually at the games on a 
Saturday and midweek. 

“As we are high profile we 
hope fans will get used to 
seeing us and get to know us. 

“We are at Sixfields and we 
also cover the away games. 
“We hope fans will come and 
talk to us if they have a prob¬ 
lem as we are there to help.”

This 163PS version of the Jaguar XF 2.2D is a good 
car in isolation. Like every other diesel XF, it’s 
smooth, refined and a pleasure to own. So far, so 
good then? Well, yes and no. 

Given that its emissions and economy don’t better 
the 200PS version and there’s a bit of equipment 
de-contenting thrown in as well, it doesn’t seem the 
best value for money. 

The massively superior 200PS car only costs £ 1,000 
more. 

With 163PS on tap, the Jaguar XF will accelerate 
from standstill to 62mph in 9.8 seconds, compared 
to 8.0 seconds for the more powerful car. For what 
it’s worth, top speed is scalped back from 142 to 
I 30mph.lt may well appeal to those business buy¬ 
ers with a £30,000 car budget, but beyond that, a 
far better car is very closely priced.

STEVEN Crook feels his year out of the 
professional game proved a huge ben¬ 
efit to him after making an impressive 
start on his return to 
Northamptonshire with both the bat 
and ball.

BEN Foden has backed Dylan 
Hartley to bounce back from his 
latest disciplinary indiscretion, 
insisting the Northampton Saints 
captain is no longer the ‘bad boy’ 
of English rugby. 

The hooker was sent off in 
Saturday’s 37-17 Aviva Premiership 
final defeat against Leicester Tigers 
for comments directed at referee 
Wayne Barnes and subsequently 
banned for 11 weeks. 

It cost Hartley his place on this 
summer’s British & Irish Lions tour 
to Australia and means he has now 
been suspended for a total of 47 
weeks during his career. However, 
Foden was quick to defend his team 
mate. 

“In the past, that was sort of the 
thing that came with him and he 
used to do things that were a bit 
radical, but I think he has changed 
his stripes a lot,” said Foden. 

“People like [England head coach] 
Stuart Lancaster have seen that, 
and that’s why they made him cap¬ 
tain of games for England. He has 
become a real leader for us and 
those sort of things have slowly 
gone away from his game and made 
him a better player. 

“It’s why he was selected for Lions 
tours because he stepped into the 
role of being captain for 
Northampton Saints knowing that 
he had to change and couldn’t keep 
doing those things, and he has 
worked hard to do that.” 

Hartley’s sending off overshad¬ 
owed what had been a hugely enter¬ 
taining game at Twickenham. 
Indeed, the Saints stayed within a 


score of their East Midlands rivals 
until the last ten minutes despite 
being a man down. 

Foden’s own performance in par¬ 
ticular drew many plaudits and 
came ahead of linking up with 
England for their tour of South 
America. He has the chance to re¬ 
establish himself as England’s full 
back in the two-test series against 
Argentina due to Saracens’ Alex 
Goode being injured. 

“For me, it has been such an up- 
and-down season with my injuries, 


the club not doing as well in Europe 
and scraping into the play-offs, and 
then putting in a massive perfor¬ 
mance against Saracens [in the 
Premiership semi-finals],” said 
Foden. 

“It has taken me a long time to 
recover from my ankle injury. I 
missed out on the Lions tour, 
missed out on international rugby, 
but I’ve always had faith in myself 
and the physios at Northampton 
and England in getting me right. 

“It was an injury I probably came 


back a bit too early from, but I feel 
like I’m coming back to myself and 
my form is picking up.” 
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RYAN Lamb is confident the 
Northampton Saints team he is leav¬ 
ing are in a good position to be able to 
rebound from the defeat to Leicester 
Tigers in the Aviva Premiership final. 

The fly half is crossing the divide 
and moving from the Saints to the 
Tigers this summer after two years at 
Franklin’s Gardens battling it out 
with Stephen Myler for the number 
ten jersey. 

The 37-17 defeat for Northampton at 
Twickenham means he is joining the 
reigning Premiership champions, but 
Lamb believes his now-former team¬ 
mates are going to be amongst the 
title contenders again in 2013/14. 

“I think they’re very well-placed,” 
said Lamb. “They’ve made some good 
signings and the face of the squad is 
changing quite a bit, so hopefully 
that will freshen things up, and I 
think pre-season is going to change a 
bit. 

“I think they’ll do well. They’re a 
massive club, they’ve got great sup¬ 
port, they’re financially secure and 
they’re a young side as well. You for¬ 
get how young the actual team is. 

“In a year or maybe two years, I 
think they’re going to develop into 
one of the best sides in the league.” 

Lamb was never able to fully estab¬ 
lish himself in the side after moving 
from London Irish in 2011, but still 
managed 55 appearances for the 
Saints, scoring 375 points. While he is 
excited by the prospect of moving to 
Welford Road, he still looks back 
fondly on his time with the Saints. 

“I’ve enjoyed my two years here and 
it has been fantastic,” said Lamb. 
“We’ve come close on many occasions 
and fallen at the last hurdle, but I’ve 
got a lot of fond memories. 

“Playing at Franklin’s Gardens has 
been absolutely fantastic and with 
the lads they have got in the squad, 
I’m sure they will bounce back.”
